A 
bill drafted on similar lines by the Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland quickly followed. Mr. Mac- 
pherson, in addition to being Chief Secresary, 
wes Minister of Health for Ireland, anc he 
would like to have substituted the title Minister 
of Health for Chief Secretary in the bill. 
Further, it was absolutely necessary that Irish 
nurses should be free to practise in the other 
divisions of the United Kingdom, and to secure 
that it was necessary that reciprocity between 
the threo divisions should be complete. The 
only way to secure that would be to have a 
common register. He accordingly moved a reso- 
lution, urging that the registration of nurses in 
England, Ireland, and Scotland be reciprocal, 
and that a common register be established on 
the lines of the medical end dental registers,

THE DUBLIN BABIES’ CLUBS. 

Sir Andrew Horne, as Chairman of the Centra) 
Babies’ Club in. Dublin, eubmitted a report on 
the work of the clus, and eaid that at the pre- 
sent moment every dispensary district in the cily 
had got a baby club. The number of members 
at the various clube last month was 1,299. The 
number of separate attendances on mothers at 
these clubs was 1,916, showing how much the 
mothers had appreciated the value of clubs. 
These mothers brought 694 infants under one 
year of age to the clubs during the month of 
October. These were not sick children—they 
were healthy children, and the mothers brought 
them to the club once a week and had them 
weiched and seen by the doctor to show how 
they were progressing, and there was a great 
advantage im the friendly rivalry between 
the various mothers m showing how 
their children were improving. No less than 
1,200 children under five years of age attended 
at the club for little social gatherings, where 
they met and played together, and enjoyed 
themselves in a way that seldom fell to the lot 
of the poor.

TREATMENT FOR TUBERCULOSIS. 

Dr. Gaffiken proposed a resolution calling at- 
tention to the good results attending early and 
prolonged treatment of children suffering from 
tuberculosis. 


Dr. Dickson eaid that tuberculosis in Ireland i 


was ewelled by the importation of it, uncontrotied 
and free, from other conhtries, especially. from 
America. He thought the time had conie when 
public opinion should express iteelf emphatically 
against a continuance of the employing of this 
country as a dumping ground for infective 
eases of tuberculosis. He appealed for greater 
attention being paid to early diagnosis of the 
disease and to the preventive side of the ques- 
tion, especially by lessening direct infection. 
The problem was not purely a medical one. 
There was nothing more necessary than clear 
and patient thinking, followed by a bold and 
outspoken policy. 

Sir Wm. Thompson said that the déath-rate 
oO years in Ireland, 
3.20 in England, and 3.82-in Scotland. Twenty 
years later the death-rate in the three 
countries was practically the same, and in 
1911-15 the rate im England and Seotland had 
considerably decreased, while it had not de- 
creased sO much in Ireland. There had not 
been so much public health work done in Ire- 
land as had been donc in England, Wales, and 
Scotland.

The 
legend survived in Germany, in spite of the 
comradeship in arms of Waterloo, because of 
the decisive part played by English statesmen 
in preventing the dismemberment of France, 
which enraged the Prussians and was ascribed 
by them to the meanest motives. It was re- 
vived and expanded by the great Prussian 
historian, Treitechke, after the establishment of 
the German Empire, as part of the education of 
the German poonle for their destiny es a world 
Power. And Treitschke, Mr. Phillips pointed 
was Kaiser William’s historical tutor. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S POSITION. 


The second part of the lecture was devoted to ) 


a survey of the principles which had actually 
guided the Continental policy of Great Britain 
during the last two hundred years, The basic 
principle had been defined by the younger Pitt 
in a single word—security. These countries 
could not be secure if a single Power was in a 
position to impose its will on the whole Con- 
tinent: hence Great Britain, however much she 
might be tempted to “revolve in her own 
orbit,’ had elwavs been forced to take an in- 
and to see to it 
that the balance of power on the Continent was 
too violently disturbed. This necessity of 
her position had produced two moral conse- 
euences of firet-class importance: it had con- 
stituted Great Britain the natural protector of 
the emall nations of the Continent, and it bad 
her the champion of the sanctity of the 
treaties by which the balance of power was 
secured. It was wholly untrue to sey that 
Great Britain had ever deliberately stirred up 
war on the Continent, though colour was given 
to this idea by the fact thet she had often 
by Continental wars into which she 
had been foreed against her will, In the 
eighteenth century Chatham and the younger 
Pitt, great War Ministers though they were, 
had laboured to preserve peace; and in the 
nineteenth century our Foreign Secretaries, 
from Castlereagh onwards, hed had but one 
object in their Continental] policy—to preserve 
peace. Even Palmerston, reckoned the 
bellicose of Ministers, had,

The terms of agreement, copies of which

2. That if, on the complaint of any mem- 
ber of the Association, and after considering 
any statement made by him, the Executive 
Committee of the Association is of opinion 
that his case calls for further consideration 
by the directors concerned, the members of 
the Executive Committee who are in the 
employment of the bank concerned, together 
with the Secretary of the Association, sot 
being a bank official, will be entitled to 
make representations ón the case to the 
directors, and to receive any further 
formation in their possession which influenced 
their action, provided that the disclosure of 
such information is not, in the opinion of 
the directors, prejudicial to the interests of 
the bank. 

3. That the Association will not be entitled 
ito discuss with the directors the case of any 
Official who is dismissed.

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ADMIRAL SIMS AND SINN FEIN. 

Under the former of these headings the 
following leading article has appeared in the 
New York Times:>— 

No blunder could have been more stupid 
than was that of the selfatyled “ Irish 
National. Bureau” in causing or permitting 
one of ite directors, in ite name, to protest 
against the telling by Admiral Sims of what 
happened to the American sailors when on 
leave in Cork. To that protest Secretary 
Daniela now has made, as was inevitable, a 
reply that closes the case entirely, except as 
the plaintiffs care to discuss it with the 
defendant. 

They are told with what must be to them 
most irritating suavity that they may do that 
if they choose, and may convince the Admiral, 
if they can, that he falsely presented a case 
with the details of which he must have been 
well informed. They are also told that the 
Admiral wrote after asking and getting the 
department's permission, but, es it had perfect 
confidence in his judgment, his articles were 
printed without undergoing any departmental 
censorship. 

Tha must be hard enough for the Sinn 
Feiners to bear, but «still more cruel are the 
sufferings which, as a result of their rash 
attack on Admiral Sims's veracity, American 
Navy men of various ranks who were the 
victims of persecution in Cork are proceeding 
to inflict on those who tried to combine a 
denjal and a defence of that persecution. 
Letters from two such men appeared on this 
page yesterday. 

Less considerate of Sinn Fein sensitiveness 
than was the Admiral, the writers of these 
letters pushed etill further the charge of pro- 
Germanism ageinst that organisation as 
worthily represented in Cork, and declared 
that Irish soldiers who fought the * Germans 
were victims on their return to Ireland of a 
persecution a6 savage as were the American 
sailors. 

That all the Sinn Feiners in Ireland and 
everywhere else were friends of Germany, and 
as active as they were able to be in helping 
her all through the war-—that ie an old story 
now, and, as the help wae futile, not very 
important. What is important, however, is

MR. SHORTT AND IRISH OPINION 


Mr. Edward Shortt, M.P.. Home Secretary, 
speaking at Exeter last night, referred to the 
work of the Coalition Government, which, he 
said, could stand the.test of investigation. He 
was content with the terms of peace imposed 
on enemy countries. They were stern terms, 
but just terms, and they should be enforced. 
We care not, he went on, whether delegates 
suddenly disappear from Pari; we care not if 
they make reactionary moves under the terms 
of guard, civil, or anything else; they are the 
terms agreed on and they will be performed.

Meantime, the whole situation, and the gene- 
ral sense of irritation from the policy of the 
Government, have been getting more and more 
serious. In the period under review fifty-one 
fairs would have been held in the county in 


| ordinary circumstances, and only two have been 


permitted. 

If such outrages ae have unfortunately oc- 
curred in the past some mm mths in this county 
had become prevalent in a similar area in Eng- 
land, Scotland, or Wales, would the Govern. 
ment have adopted any policy in respect of them 
that would have crippled and injured the staple 
trade’ or industry of the district... and penalised 
the whole community; and, if they did, would 
it be tolerated by public opinion for 
one week? Here, however, such a policy 
hes been in operation for practically four 
months, and we venture to say that it has not 
prevented a single outrage or produced a single 
conviction, while it has produced new and 
serious difficulties both for the Government and 
for large sections of the poople of this county. 
We respectfully claim, therefore, that the time 
has fully come when these prohibitions of fairs 
and markets should be finally withdrawn. In 
further support of this request we beg to quofe 
the following paragraphs from the statement 
which we adopted and sent to the Government 
on 4th November >— 

“In making this request we wish to say at 
once that we should willingly acquiesce im al- 
most any exceptional measures really calculated 
to prevent the commission of such crimes or 
outrages as have recently occurred in this and 
other counties, or to assist in discovering their 
authors or perpetrators. But we are unable 
to believe thet these, or any other desirable 
results, can be obtained by indiscriminately 
mmposing serious ‘oss and inconvenience on all 
clesses in the community, in even those large 
districts where there has been no exceptional 
inerease of orime. In every district, also, it 
imposes undeserved penalties on the innocent, 
and, by creating a general feeling of rrritation, 
it really tends to increase the risk of crime 
and outreges by the discontented or criminal. 

“The policy is also opposed to that sanc 
tioned by Parliament in the Acts relating to 
compensation for criminal or malicious in- 
juries, in the administration of which the 
courts carefully endeavour, as far as possible, 
to limit the pounalties to the district where the 
crime or outrage may seem to have originated, 
and even to exempt innocent individuals in 
that district. 

“Any euch policy is also open to the objec- 
tion that it is most uneven in its operation, 
and that it can be, and in numerous instances 
has been, euccessfully evaded or defeated. 
There are districta where crimes or outrages 
have been exceptionally prevalent, but they 
are within easy reach of markets and fairs 
io an adjoining county, and ao are compara- 
tively unaffected by the Government prohibi- 
tions. In more remote districis, where there 
has been little or no exceptional crime, 
farmers have sent cattle, sheep, and pigs to 
the same fairs, but, of course, at much incon- 
venience and substantial lom. Again, cattle 
dealers are allowed to go freely to the hold- 
ings of the larger farmers, and to purchase and 
iuake away their stock, but it is not worth a 
dealer's while to visit the small holdings. These 
small men, therefore, have endeavoured to 
arrange with dealers to attend at certain cross 
roads to purchase their stock, but the Govern- 
ment prevent these sales whenever they hear 
of them. 

“Passing from objections of a general 
character, we desire to point out that any euch 
policy is exceptionally oppressive, injurious, and 
irritating under the system of farming prevail- 
ing in the County of Clare. It is mainly a 
grazing county for raising stores, most of which 
have to be seld at the end of the grass season, 
as few of their owners have sufficient winter 
keep. With the exception of one small fair, 
however, we believe that no fair has been 
allowed to be held in the county for more 
than three months, with the tesult that many 
thousands of young cattle are now held up, and 
are deteriorating in value every day ‘for want 
of sufficient food. , 

“We have heard that the Government hope 
by their present measures to obtain informa- 
tion as to the perpetrators of these crimes or 
outrages. We are unable to share that es- 
pectation. Any persons possessing euch know- 
ledge almost invariably live in one-story houses, 
in lonely situations, and could not give such 
information or evidence to the authorities with. 
out the gravest risk to themselves and their 
families. In many cases, however, the facts 
‘have indicated thet the perpetrators of. an out- 
rage came from a distance (apparently as 
agents of a secret political organisation), ard 
are entirely unknown to people in the locality. 

“We are clearly of opinion that, ‘ whatever 
may be their views on political questions there 
is no appreciable proportion of the poo slation 
who regard these criminal acts with ary 
approval whatever. There are, doubtless, hot-

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THE CONTROL OF IRISH 
RAILWAYS. 


In Irish railway trades union circles it is 
believed that a scheme fs being formulated by 
the Irish railway managers to divide the rail- 
ways between two Control Boards, one for the 
North and the other for the South and Weat. 
The Irish Council of the National Union of Rail- 
waymen had the matter under consideration at 
a meeting recently, and adopted a resolution 
demanding that only one representative Trish 
authority should be formed under the Ministry 
of Transport, on which the railway workers 
would have equal representation wiih the 
managers. In the opinion of the Irish railway- 
men, the establishment of two Control Boards 
would not be in the interests of transport and 
the efficient working of the railways. 
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CHAPLAIN'S EXPERIENCE AS A PRISONER 
OF WAR. 


A lecture, illustrated by lantern slides, en- 
titled “ A Guest of thé Kaiser,”’ being the ex- 
periences of an officer prisoner of war, was 
given in the Hall of the Dublin City Y.M.C.A., 
Upper Sackville street, last night by the Rev. 
Richard Bird, D.8.0., formerly a senior chaplain 
to the Forces, attached to the 16th (Irish) Divi- 
sion. The chair was taken by Sir Henry 
McLaughlin, who introduced the lecturer as a 
man who had done his duty and more besides. 

Mr. Bird described the German attack of the 
Zist March, 1918, on the Irish Division holding 
the line in front of Ste. Emilie. The lecturer 
wes himeelf taken prisoner in a dense fog in 
the early morning at Lempére, with many 
wounded of the Irish Division, who suffered 
great hardships in a forced march beck to Le 
Cateau. Mr. Bird said that the generally ac- 
cepted assertion that Gormany was better 
organised than ourselves for war wes wrong, and 
he wae struck with the often total lack of 
organisation, especially in sanitary matters, 
which came under his notice. The eagerness of 
the German soldiery to get butter and fata of 
all descriptions was very noticeable. On the 
march into Germany prisoners were. actually 
seen to eat grass to case the pangs of hunger. 
Mr. Bird was confined im a prisoners of war 
camp in the middle of Carlsruhe, where there 
were to be found officers of all the Allied 
nations. The general idea of the German people 
was that France was the aggressor, and that the 
Fatherland was fighting in self-defence, Mr. 
Bird was eventually housed in Holeminden Camp 
with 600 other officera, where they were zealously 
guerded. If it had not. Been for the parcels of 
food sent out from home many prisoners would 
have died. The various means by which in- 
formation was sent home were detailed, and en 
eccount of the monotonous life led by prisoners 
was given, Hivetrated by very clear lantern 
views. The interesting and instructive lecture 
by one who had actually experienced the 
rigorous life of a prisoner of war was much 
appreciated br a large audience,
